THE CURIOSITIES 
AT XCAN’CHAKAY. 
OF 


A g ricu ltu re o f the Y u ca te ca n s—A 
“ C om bin ed" Im plem ent—Indian 
D ivertisem ents—W ater Caves.

M erid a , Yucatan, June 13, 1888. 
One of th e finest haciendas in all Y uca­ 
ta n is th a t of X eanchakan, its great stone 
building, inclosed w ith in bastioned walls, 
looking m ore like the palace of some feudal 
lord th an a latter-day residence in republi­ 
can A m erica. 
N early a thousand m en and 
women are employed upon th e estate, and 
its cattle-vards. w ater-tanks, and o th er ac­ 
cessories are all on th e largest and m ost 
substantial scale. 
T he system of agriculture in Y ucatan is 
as prim itive as can be im agined. 
Besides 
hem p and sugar, w hich th e Indians sel­ 
dom attem pt to raise on th eir own account, 
th e principal products o f th e country 
corn and beans. 
If we except garlic, 
w hich grows w ithout cultivation, h ard ly 
enough vegetables are raised to supply th e 
people. 
Calabasas are grown, ( a cross be­ 
tween a pum pkin and a sq u ash ), a few 
camotes, w hich seem like second cousins to 
our potatoes, and chili w ithout lim it. 
A 
little cotton i- cultivated here and there, 
and sugar ¡11 a lim ited w ay, for all th e best 
sugar land- in th a t section arc now m onopo­ 
lized by th e savage Chan Santa Cruzans. 
Corn is the great staple, and th e cultiva­ 
tion of i t d iffers little from th e system fol­ 
lowed by th e Indians before th e conquest. 
D uring th e dry season, generally in Ja n u ­ 
ary o r F ebruary, a place is selected in the 
woods, from w hich the trees are cut down 
and burned. 
T he com is planted in M ay 
or Ju n e by m aking little holes in the 
ground w ith a pointed stick, p u ttin g a few 
grains into each and covering them over. 
Once in th e ground it is left to take care 
of itself, and if the crop is scanty it is a t­ 
tributed to th e poorness of the soil, i ’low, 
hoe and harrow are alike unknown, and 
weeds and corn keep pace together. 
A bout the only agricultural im plem ent 
employed in Y ucatan is th e m ediate— a 
long clum sy weapon which 
is n eith er 
knife, sword nor scythe, hut a com bina­ 
tion of all three, and answers for everything, 
from carving m eat to cutting paths through 
tractless lorests, and 
perform s surgical 
operations for the doctor, as well as m u r­ 
ders for th e highw aym an. 
In th is p art of 
th e world no Indian is ever seen w ithout 
liis m ediate, and owing to the stony face 
of th e country it serves better in farm ing 
th an plow or harrow . 
W hen it comes to th rash in g th e corn a 
space is cleared about 100 feet square, and 
along its borders are hung a line of ham ­ 
mocks in w hich th e Indians sleep all 
through harvest-tim e, each hamm ock h av ­ 
ing a little lire beneath it to drive away 
m osquitoes and warm th e occupant in th e 
chilly nig h t air. 
T he thrashing-m achine is certainly not 
an infringem ent on any Y ankee patent, 
but looks more like a liome-made bedstead 
th an an ything else. 
It is a rude scaflold, 
say 20 feet square, m ade of four upright 
posts for corners, w ith poles lashed to 
them horizontally three or four feet from 
th e grouud, and across a layer of strong 
sticks, placed side by side. 
T he parallel 
sticks serve as a th rash in g floor, on w hich 
the corn is spread. 
On each side rests a 
short ladder, and on each ladder stands a 
nearly naked Indian, pole in hand, heat­ 
ing th e corn w ith all his m ight. 
T he 
grain falls through, and at each corner, 
under the elevated floor, a m an sweeps off 
the cobs w ith a broom m ade of hughes, th e 
shelled corn being afterw ards taken up in 
baskets and carried 
to 
th e hacienda. 
W here men are plenty and labor counts 
for n ext to nothing, probably this process 
answers as well as th e best thrashing-m a­ 
chine ever invented. 
E veryw here in Y ucatan hem p is king, 
and upon th is estate is a m anufactory for 
m aking cordage, coarse cloth, carpets and 
eables from the raw fiber. 
T he m achines 
in use were brought from Boston, and are 
‘ tended” by M estiza girls, who are said to 
lie as careful at th is work as they are quiet 
and faithful. 
A nd very pretty*they look, 
dressed in w hite, m oving about among 
toothed hands and flying spindles, seldom 
looking up from th e ir task and not even 
singing or speaking. 
T he greatest of all th e native uses to 
w hich agave liber is p u t is in th e m anu­ 
facture of hammocks. 
T hroughout Y uca­ 
tan lieds are alm ost unknow n, th e highest 
and lowest alike being born in a ham m ock 
and living and dying in one. 
N ot only 
does everybody sleep in his ham m ock, but 
the greater portion of his w aking hours 
is spent in th e same net, idly sw inging to 
and fro. 
T here is as m uch difference in 
ham m ocks as in beds, and in th eir m anu­ 
facture th e Y ucatecos excel. 
G reat num ­ 
bers of them are sent to t lie U nited .Slates, 
but only th e coarser varieties, for the best 
ones command 
higher prices here th an 
they would in New Y ork. 
From ten to 
fifteen dollars is th e common price for a 
good, woven hamm ock, and some will sell 
as high as $30, hut they are alm ost inde­ 
structible. 
On th is hacienda, a short distance from 
the circular mound describen in th e p re ­ 
ceding letter, is another cenote, w hich is 
believed to have supplied th e ancient 
M ayas of the ruined city w ith w ater. 
Its 
entrance is now broken and dangerous 
and so steep is the descent th a t great care 
is required to prevent serious accidents. A 
little way down one comes upon an ex ten ­ 
sive cham ber w ith lofty roof, from w hich 
labvrinthian passages branch off in all 
directions. 
A t th e entrance to one of 
these passages a sculptured idol was found, 
and scientists have hunted long for altars, 
sepulchres, m um m ies and other relics—but 
so far w ith indifferent success. 
T he bones 
of anim als and rem ains of fires, in inanv 
places, show th a t some tim e men have 
m ade these gloomy recesses a place of 
refuge or residence. 
So m uch of th e roof 
has fallen in 'h a t exploration is alm ost 
impossible, but by craw ling upon one’s 
hands and knees through a narrow passage 
a body of w ater m ay be reached, w hich is 
incrusted w itn a th in coating of sulphate 
of lim e. 
T he surrounding country seems to be 
full of caverns and about h alf a m ile from 
this one is auother which, th e Indians say. 
has no end. 
Those who have entered de­ 
scribe it as a series of immense cham bers 
w ith lofty roofs and gigantic corridors, 
leading— none know where. 
W alls, roof, 
base and passages are stupendous fossil 
form ation, in which m arine shells are con­ 
glom erated together in solid masses, in d i­ 
catin g th a t th is part of tiie peninsula, at 
least, was once overflowed by the sea. 
Jn all these water-caves," w hich are so 
num erous in \ ueatan, a strange bird is 
found, called the ’’Tob.” 
H e is a species 
o f th e wonu&us, th e -size of a —m s 1L hen, 
w ith silky plum age and tail composed of 
two long feathers w hich.are stripped naked 
m a rIV to th e tips, th e rest being m ere 
stems. 
Sometimes the cenotes are sv a rm ­ 
ing w ith alligators, and a t other tim es not 
an allig ato r can lie found— which fact 
seetns to prove an underground connection 
w ith large bodies o f water. 
A t M otui is a cenote in w hich th e w ater 
can be seen only by looking down into a 
deep well— and yet th is m ysterious well is 
actually a public batfiing-place. 
T here ic 
an entrance., by a larger hot?, through 
which you reach a great cham lier, verv ¡3 
dark and gloomy, sw arm ing w ith hats and 
lizards. 
llo re you undress atvi grope 
about in total darkness tow ard a d istan t 
glim m er of water. 
P lunging iuio th e 
subterranean stream , you swim toward th e 
light, and ly div in g under a ledge th a t 
falls from th e roof nearly to th e surface, 
you lind yourself in th e circular opening’ 
or well, sixty feet beneath th e e a rth ’s »u'~- 
lace. 
N ot a pleasant bathing-piaee, tru lr, 
hut much patronized because of its refresh­ 
ing coolness iu contrast to th e heat and 
g '* -e w ithout. 
in the village of Tabi is a cenote, in th e 
(X'nter ot wtii. h— at m id-day when th e sun 
is exactly aliovo it— there apjiears th e 
linage o r reflection of a beautiful palm 
tree. 
N ear 1'ikok is another of which 
t.ogolluda Vci.'te, in 1655, th at “ if any 
one enters wicfa.git 
holding his breath 
-ue instantly dies. 
I t Is said th at the 


slightest noise, even th a t produced by 
breathing, causes an excessive comm otion. 
T he Indians believe th a t sound i>oisons the 
water, and assert th a t m any have died 
w hile looking in.” 
To beguile th e tim e during our stay at 
X 1 ancbakan, an Indian dance was gotten 
up for our entertainm ent, am ong peons of 
the estate. 
W hen all was ready we were 
invited into th e liack corrider, where 
we 
found 
th e 
men 
ranged 
upon 
one side and th e women on th e other, 
as at a Q uaker m eeting. 
T he m usicians 
occupied one end, the m aster of th e haci­ 
enda, w ith his fam ily and guests, th e other. 
T he music consisted of -everal víoIíds and 
th e Indian dram . 
T he latter is th e same 
instrum ent as th a t know n 
before th e 
conquest as 
tnnhul, and 
is 
still th e 
favorite am ong th e lower classes of Y uca- 
tin . 
I t is a hollow log. about th ree feet 
long, having a piece of hide stretched 
over one end, upon w hich an In d ian beats 
w ith his rig h t hand, holding th e instru­ 
m ent under his left arm . 
For some tim e all sat 111 silence listen­ 
ing to the music, till th e m aster o f tiie ha­ 
cienda hinted his pleasure th at th e danc­ 
ing should begin. 
T hen a young m an— 
dressed ir. w hite cotton draw ers, pink 
sh irt w ith tails fluttering outside, sandals 
on his feet and som brero on his h ead — 
w alked to the center of th e corridor and 
stood th ere like a bronze statue badly 
draped. 
T hen another m an, w ith a big 
led handkerchief in hi- hand, which had 
a knot tied in one end of it w alked along 
th e line of women, threw th e handker­ 
chief at one of them and returned to his 
seat. 
T h is was considered the proper 
foim of invitation to dance; but w ith 
com m endable m odesty, as if to show th a t 
she was not to lie had for the asking, 
the young woman w aited some moment 
before she responded. 
T h en she arose, 
slowly unwound th e reboso from h er head 
and shoulders, placed herself opposite the 
w aiting youth, in th e m iddle of th e cor­ 
ridor, ten feet away from him. and at last 
th e dancing began. 
T he m ovem ents were slow as those of 
m inuet, th e perform ers occasionally cross­ 
ing over and changing places. 
W hen the 
lady had enough of it -he deliberately 
walked oik leaving th e young m an danc 
ing aw ay by himself, like a piece of me 
chanism th at had been wound u p and 
could not stop till run down. 
A gain the 
bastonero, or m aster of ceremonies, walked 
along th e line and touched an o th er girl 
w ith his handkerchief, and she behaved 
precisely as h er predecessor, w aiting some 
tim e before tak in g th e floor. 
T h is is called th e torso, or hull dance. 
O ver and over was th e jierform auce re­ 
peated, th e unfortunate young m an w 
personated th e torso never stopping for a 
m om ent u n til he h ad tired out all th e 
women. 
L ater a very odd hut graceful Spanis 
dance was indulged in, in which, from tim e 
to tim e, th e participants snapped th e ir fin­ 
gers in im itation of castanets.

DEnTRUCTIQX TO 
FLOCKS. 


S u n -S cald in g o f T re e s. 
Fruit-grow ers cannot be too often re­ 
m inded of the necessity of guarding against 
th e in ju ry from sun-scalding. 
T he rapid 
grow th of th e tree and th e tendency to 
shoot up long slender limbs, exposing a 
large surface to the scalding sun, rcmler- 
them liable to injury from this cause. 
T he preventives 
M r. K lee recom mends 
are good, as I know from long experience. 
Shading th e young trees w ith a shingle, 
w hitew ashing th e exposed 
bodies 
and 
limbs of all trees w ith a common lim e 
w hitew ash w ith a little salt added, will 
not only reflect th e heat, but effectually 
clean them from th e wooly aphis and the 
scale. 
I have w hitew ashed two orchards 
in m y vicinity and th e bark presents a 
smooth glossy appearance, and th ey are 
entirely free from insects, though pro 
viously badly infested. 
K eeping th e tops of trees low down, 
encouraging th e grow th of a dense foliage 
for shade is also an excellent preventive. 
Mr. K lee seems to convey the idea in 
his “ Physiological R easons” th at th e saj 
ascends through th e hark or between the 
bark and wood. 
N ot so, however. 
T he 
sap ascends by capillary attraction througi 
th e pores of the outer layer of wood, called 
the album en. 
A t th e E ast it was custom ­ 
ary in an early day to girdle or “ deaden 
the oak and other trees 011 the openings, 
and sow th e w heat w ithout any further 
clearing th an th e 
sm all 
undergrow th. 
E very woodchopper knows very well it 
was necessary to cu t into th e wood in order 
to deaden th e tree. 
E ven th e little “ sap 
suckers” knew from instinct th at it was 
necessary to peck into th e wood to produce 
th e flow of sap. 
A fter th e sap has ascended and per­ 
formed its functions of 
developing the 
leaf and fruit buds, a portion descends be­ 
tween the bark ami th e wood to form an 
annular layer of wood. 
No doubt the 
dam age is done at o r about th is t ime, when 
the sun comes out in all its fervid vigor, 
and hakes and bum s th e bark to such an 
ex ten t as to unduly heat the sap, and th u s 
deprive it of its vivifying principle. 
' 
cannot understand how th e sap can become 
soured, unless perforations, as M. K lee in 
tim ates, are m ade to adm it th e oxygen of 
th e air, w hich is necessary to aeiditv.— 
J. S. Tihhits in Rural Press.

O ver eighty-live per cent, of th e sheep 
exam ined in Colorado last sum m er, accor­ 
ding to a rep o rt m ade by D r. Cooper C ur­ 
tice to th e Biological Society a t a recent 
m eeting, were affected by a tape-worm 
w hich is apparently indigenous to the 
W estern country. 
Sim ilar parasites had 
been described 111 18*5(5 by D r. K . M. Dic- 
sing from specim ens obtained from Bra­ 
zilian d e e r; but since th a t tim e th e spe­ 
cies was apparently unnoticed. 
T h is spe­ 
cies is interesting, first, 011 account of its 
peculiar anatom y and th e life historv of 
th e individual parasite; second, because of 
th e history o! its species, w hich indicates 
it to he th e first acquisition of a native 
parasite by th e sheep on th is continent, 
and its subsequent distribution by the 
sheep in the U nited S tates; and, th ird , 
from an economic standpoint, th e discus­ 
sion including a consideration of the dis­ 
ease produced in sheep— th e actual loss in 
death -rate, in wool and m utton, due to the 
parasite—and of tiie problem of cure and 
prevention o f the disease. 
A fter describing th e parasite, D r. C urtice 
said th at these tienia occur in theduodenum 
and gall-duets of 
W estern lam bs and 
sheep.

T he sm allest tamia, about

and occasionally into the pancreatic duct.

Spanish 
sheep were first im porte I al o u t 1820. 
From th e early im portation of sheep into 
M exico and Low er C alifornia arose those 
imm ense herds of 
mission sheep, and 
eventually th e m illions of sheep now found 
in the W est. 
These sheep are rapidly be­ 
ing interbred w ith better grades of E astern 
sh eep ; but th e M exican sheep furnished 
th e m aterial w ith w hich th e sheep-m en of 
th e P lains began. 
T h e history of th e ac­ 
quisition and distribution ot this parasite 
is believed, then, to he coincident w ith the 
history of these sheep since th e ir arrival 
in th is country. 
T his parasite, originally 
affecting deer 011 th is continent, is believed 
by Dr. C urtice to have become ingrafted 
into th e sheep, anim als w ith sim ilar life 
habits, and, through th e favorable condi­ 
tions of ranching, to have spread rapidly 
w ith th e increase of th e flocks. 
Its dis- 
tribulion is now from Oregon and W yom ­ 
ing southw ard, and N ebraska and K ansas 
westward. 
The disease they cause in sheep makes 
its appearance gradually, and increases as 
th e parasites grow. 
I t is characterized by 
a hide-bound, tucked-up condition of the 
lamlw, w hich is indicative o f lean, ill-con­ 
ditioned anim als. 
Slioep may be appar­ 
ently strong and health y and still harbor a 
num ber of these parasites. 
T he poorer 
lam bs generally die from exposure to in ­ 
clem ent w eather, or from sm othering by 
piling on top of each o th er in storm s iii 
th e ir endeavor to keep warm. 
T he actual 
loss by death among the lambs is probably 
the least portion of i t ; th a t occasioned by 
th e dim inished am ount of fat, muscle anil 
wool, which, though sm all for each anim al, 
is constantly present from year to year, 
forms the larger, and aggregates a total 
loss to th e sheep husbandry of the Plains, 
w hich is probably greater th an th at due to 
th e scab-inseet. 
As yet no effective m edicinal rem edy for 
the d istin ctio n of these parasites has been 
discovered. 
Som ething m ay he done in 
th e way of prevention, but u n til th e com­ 
plete life history of th e tienia is known an 
entirely satisfactory plan of prevention 
cannot be proposed. 
A t present, w atering 
from troughs instead of Irom prairie pool*, 
pasturing the lam bs on prairie not recently 
pastured on by older sheep, and, after 
w eaning, rem oving them to fresh pastures, 
are recom m ended. 
T he practice of w inter 
feeding on grain and hay undertaken by 
ranchm en is especially advisable iu '

C lothe*-1* m s. 
Clothes-pins are m ade in the lum ber re­ 
gions. 
T hey are usually m ade of w hite 
ash, som etim es of beech, black and w hite 
birch and m aple. 
T h e wood is taken to 
the factory in logs and cut in to lengths of 
thirtv-one inches by circular saws. 
These 
lengths are th en cut into blocks and the 
blocks again cu t into sticks. 
Tiiese sticks 
are placed under an o th er saw and cut into 
th e required length. N ext th e tu rn er takes 
a hand at them , and from there thev go to 
th e slotting m achine. 
T hey are placed in 
troughs by th e operator, th e m achine pick­ 
ing them up and slotting them . 
They are 
then placed in a revolving pipe-drier, and 
going thence to th e polishing cylinder and 
then to the packer. 
Each pin passes 
through eight hands. 
A single plant con­ 
sists of lioard saw, gang splitter, gang 
chunker, tu rn in g lathe, drying-house and 
polisher, and costs from *7,000 to if12,000.

L ife o f F r u it T r»«8. 
T he most em inent au thorities upon fruit 
culture m ay err in th eir deductions from 
th eir observations of 
fruits in another 
country, or even another section of th eir 
own country. 
Thus, a w riter «if th e first j consciousness, 
rank upon subjects of h o rticu ltu re wrote 
and published some two years since, that 
after visiting C alifornia, he had concluded 
th a t although fruit trees grew much faster 
there than elsew here in the U nited States, 
and cam e into bearing earlier, it was a fair 
inference th a t because o f such earlier 
fruiting, the trees would not be as long- 
lived as in th e Fa si. 
W e venture the 
sta te m e n t th at th e precise reverse o f this 
is true. 
W e know of C alifornia peach 
trees 55 years old, and grape vines lOOyears 
old, both in strong, h ealth y condition, and 
still bearing fine fruit. 
( >f apple, poar and 
cherry trees th ere arc great num tiers in 
California th a t are still older, but th a t is 
also true oí the East, w hile it is not so of 
peaches and grapes. 
T he fact is, th a t we 
do not yet know the possible age and bear­ 
ing lite of trees and vines in th is .State. 
W hat effects continuous cultivation may 
have upon th e soil and plants, o r w hat im ­ 
pairm ent of v itality m ay be w rought by 
insect pests, are still m atters of m ere eon- 
jecture. 
W e certainly have not as vet, 
however, sufficient d a ta to w arran t the 
conclusion th a t upon our new lands, at 
least, our fruits will not be of longer life 
th an the same fruits 111 the East. 
W e ask 
fruit growers to send us reports of ages of 
trees and vines still in full bearing, w ith 
rem arks upon the sam e.— California Fruit 
Grower.

Dr. Dec ■¡line is reported in tiie New York 
Medical Record as having recently investi­ 
gated a num ber o f cases of vértigo in 
smokers. 
O ut of 
sixty-three patients, 
forty-nine were between 50 and 60 years of 
age. 
M or th an h a lf of them suffered, in 
addition, from digestive troubles, w ith 
constipation altern atin g w ith diarrhoea, 
insom nia, palpitations, dyspn*ea and diure­ 
sis. 
In a th ird of th e num ber th ere was 
m arked interm ittence of the pulse and 
g ran u lar pharyngitis, w hile others suffered 
from aphtlne, am blyopia, etc. 
T h irty - 
seven were persons who sm oked habitually 
on an em pty stom ach; and these suffered 
from vertigo, principally in th e m orning, 
lh e vertigo generally coincided w ith sup­ 
pression ot perspiration and dim inished 
excretion of urine. 
T he treatm ent con­ 
sisted m ainly in regulating or suppressing 
th e cause, hut th irty -th ree out of th irty - 
seven p atients ceased to suffer on m erely 
refraining from sm oking on 
an 
stom ach.

eleven men were left, 
1 he C aptain and ch ief officer w eregone, 
and the cook and stew ard had disap­ 
peared, galley and all. 
T h e C aptain’s 
little boy was jam m ed in a com er of the 
companion-way, and his little body was so 
broken and crushed as to be scared v 
recognizable. 
T h e hold was full of w ater, w ashing about 
among the sugar bags, while at every roll 
of th e ship quantities of sugar and w ater 
poured over th e side. 
By this tim e, however, the sun was 
shining brightly, th e sea had entirely gone 
down, and there was scarcely a breath of 
wind. 
T he pum ps were at once m anned, 
and aju ry m ast rigged u p ; hut it soon after 
began to blow, th e sea became rough, and 
it was apparent th a t th e W asatch would 
go down, when, fortunately, a vessel hove 
in sight, and took o ff'tlie ,-urvivors and 
landed them in Jav a.— \outh*s Companion.

bis eminence as a genial good fellow. 
Viewed through the lens of his own 
rhetoric he Ls a Diabolus to weak minds. 
Viewed through the microscope of ordin­ 
ary s holarship, he is resolved into a dia- 
tome. 
And yet it is an authoritative expert in 
matters which command the ripest schol­ 
arship that he insists on being heard. And 
it is a somewhat notable fact that all eccle­ 
siastical antagonists he has had have taken 
at oir c to a re-examination of the Chris­ 
tum i vid enees, whereas if they had exam- 
amiii’ d him in the spirit and with the 
method of modern criticism they would 
have found that he had neither the knowl­ 
edge nor ability to disturb those evidences. 
\n opponent whose desire is not to eon- 
quer, but to cavort, will dodge the sword 
of the Lord and of Gideon as it Ls now 
wielded, mid “ sing small” at a syllogism, 
and after assaulting all creeds with im­ 
punity get knocked flat by the census.

“ The universe, according to my idea, is, 
always was and forever will lie. It is the 
one etern: 1 being, the only thing that ever 
did, does or can exist.” 
’’assing by the egregious impudence of 
calling this pantheism his idea, we try to 
gather up the strands of his philosophy 
into one comprehensible whole only to 
find that we have got an eternal self-ex­ 
istent, malignant universe. 
Here common 
sense can at least formulate what Mr. In 
gersoli does and does not know, and it al­ 
ways gives its weight of sympathy to what 
lie does not know. 
He does not know that the universe was 
designed or lias a place. 
He does know that man is a designer 
and makes plans, and lie knows, for he has 
repeatedly asserted that man is a product 
of the universe. 
Conseuuently it follows that Mr. Iuger- 
soll knows that man the effect or created 
is greater than his creator or cause. 
It is very doubtful if he can see a deduc­ 
tion any quicker than he can see a plan, 
lmt it is quite in order for him, whcu he 
can find relief from Mr. Gladstone, to in­ 
form the common scDse of this community 
at what particular stage in the existence of 
a painless and purposeless universe it be­ 
gan to exhibit qualities that it did not 
possess.

gas, hut at 140° 1'., a temperature which is 
frequently attained in the tropics, the 
amount dissolved is equally small, hence a 
comparatively small range of temperature 
will place at his disposal largequantities of 
this gas under pressure. In carryingout this 
idea in practice the ammonical solution is 
contained in a generator exposed to the 
sun's rays, which, heating the solution, 
cause the gas to lie evolved underpressure, 
and this is then led off to the cylinder of 
an engine. 
After doing its work here the 
gas is passed into a kind of condenser, 
where it meets with water taken from the 
generator through a worm surrounded by 
cold water, aud in this way has had its 
temperature reduced, rendering it capable 
of reabsorbing the gas exhausted from the 
engine, after which the whole is pumped 
back into the generator to begin a fresh 
cycle. 
This apparatus has been worked with a 
certain amount of success at Paris during 
the summer of last year, but the atmos­ 
pheric conditions are said to have been 
very unfavorable, so that, though the heat- 
absorbing surface had an area of 215 square 
feet, the work done was only 43,360 foot­ 
pounds per hour. 


F u n c tio n o f th e B ile .

We 
agree with another writer on the sub­ 
ject that the sight of strawberries in 
the market is one of the most delight­ 
ful suggestions of spring, and that the 
taste of them is our most complete and de- 
icious realization. Strawberries are par­ 
ticularly wholesome if eaten in the early 
part of the day. Those who have gardens 
of their own, or can procure ripe fresh 
fruit with hulls and short stems on, will 
find that strawberries are very delicious 
brought fresh to the table with the dew on 
them. They may be served 
in sauce 
dishes, with a saucer of powdered sugar at 
each plate, into which the strawberries 
may he dipped. 
We recommend the fol­ 
lowing recipes: 
Strawberries and Cream.—I’iek 
ripe 
fresh strawberries carefully without mash­ 
ing, just before the meal is to be served. 
Heap high in a glass bowl, sprinkle with 
sugar, and serve with thick cream. 
Strawberries and Whipped Cream.— 
Pick ripe strawberries, (dace a layer of 
them in a glassdish, cover with pulverized 
sugar, and put another layer of berries 
and sugar, set on ice two hours. 
When 
ready to serve cover the top with one pint 
of thick cream, the whites of three eggs 
and a teacup of white sugar whipped to -1 
gether. 
Chilled Strawberries.—Place a layer of | 
strawberries in a bowl,cover with sugar, 
pour over them orange juice. Let stand 
on ice one hour. Just before serving 
sprinkle with finely powdered ice. 
Frosted Strawberries.—Take large ripe 
berries wi ll the stems on, <1 ip in cold 
water, and put on a sieve to dry; beat 
slightly the whites of two eggs, dip the 
berries one at a time into the egg, then in 
powdered sugar; lay them oil large dishes, 
so they will not touch, to dry. 
Crystallized 
Strawberries.—Beat 
the 
whites of three eggs to a stiff froth, lay 
the berries in the egg with the stem up­ 
ward, drain, take out one at a time, dip in 
powdered sugar, then in the beaten 
anil again in the sugar : ¡.lace on a paper 
in a iong pan, and set in a cool place to 
dry. When the icing is firm (die on a 
dish and set in a coo! place. 
Strawberry pyramid.—Crns'i a pint of 
rijie strawberries with a pint of sugar: 
beat the whites of four eggs to a froth, 
them beat all together till it stands in a 
pyramid. 
Strawberry Bavarian cream.—Pick a 
gallon of ripe strawberries, squeeze them 
through a colander, and add six ounces of 
sugar to the juice; when the sugar is dis­ 
solved add half a box of gelatine soaked in 
a little cold water. Set on the ice, stir it 
smooth; when thick stir in a pint of 
whipped cream ; put it into a mold and 
serve in a dish with fresh strawberries 
around. 
Strawberry short cake.—Into one quart 
of sifted flour rub one teaspoonful of soda, 
ten of cream of tartar, half a teaspoonful 
of salt and two tablespoofnls of butter; 
add sweet milk to make a stiff batter. 
Bake in tin buttered pie pans. 
When 
done split with a sharp knife, butter lioth 
halves, cover one half with a thick layer 
of 
very 
ripe, fresh strawberries, and 
sprinkle freely with sugar. 
Let stand ten 
minutes, place the other half of the short 
cake on top, press down, cover thickly 
with berries, sprinkle with plenty of sugar. 
Serve with a pitcher of sweetened cream 


itions for choieevsto-intestinal fistula, he 
thought himself in a position to conclude 
that the bile contributed, as well as the 
pancreatic juice, to the digestion of the 
fata—an opinion which is counter to that 
expresssed by Claude Bernard.

shows us that the bile alone is unable to 
emulsify the fats, the preceding experi­ 
ence shows us that the pancreatic juice 
alone is also powerless. They must be 
mingled in order to act well. In other 
words, bile, as well as the pancreatic juice, 
takes part in the digestion of fats.

R a c e a n d In sa n ity . 
In an article entitled “ Race and Insan­ 
ity,” published in the American Journal of 
Insanity, I)rs. 
Bannister and Hektoen, 
physicians of the Illinois Eastern Hospital 
for the Insane, express the opinion that 
there is little doubt but that insanity is 
influenced by race. 
From the statistics of 
three institutions in which insane persons 
are treated they draw the following con­ 
clusions: 
1. That in the white race the 
depressive types of mental diseases are | 
most frequent in the Germanic and Scan­ 
dinavian peoples, and least so in the Celts; 
the reverse of this appears to be the ease 
as to the exalted or maniacal types. 2. 
That general paralysis is not a disorder to 
which any race is immune, but one that 
depends upon causes independent of racial 
or national peculiarities. 
3. That the 
well-known fact that insanity is much 
more common amongst the foreign-liorn 
than amongs. natives in this country, is 
not to any greater extent explainable by 
the shipment of the defective classes of 
Eurojie to America. The “ cranks” and 
epileptics and other neurotic individuals 
do not ap[iear to be represented, in due 
proportion even, amongst the foreigners in 
our asylums. The cause of the excess of 
foreign-born insane in this country is, it 
seems probable, to be looked for mainly in 
the fact, that, supposing the immigration 
to include only its proportion of persons 
below the average of mental strength and

Many 
things look simple and easy 
enough, but are next to impossible except 
to persons who have acquired a certain in­ 
describable knack by means of long prac­ 
tice. Sir S. 7V. Baker thus describes the 
Arabian process of kindling a tire, a pro­ 
cess which many readers of the Companion 
have probably tried before now without 
success. 
The Arabs always obtained their lire by 
the friction of two pieces of wood. A piece 
of dry nabbuck was selected about as thick 
as the little linger. A notch was cut in 
this, and it was laid uj«on the ground, with 
the notch uppermost; into this was fitted 
the sharp point of a similar piece of wood 
about eighteen inches long, which, being 
held perpendicularly with both hands, 
was worked between the palms like a drill, 
with as great a pressure as possible, from 
the top to the bottom, as the hands de­ 
scended with the motion of rubbing or 
rolling the stick. 
After about two minutes of great labor 
the notch began to smoke; a brown dust, 
like ground coffee, fell from the singed 
wood, aud this charred substance, after in­ 
creased friction, emitted a still denser 
smoke and commenced smoldering— tiie 
fire was produced.

T h e P a l m H a t s o f lio m lu r a H . 
We lead in the Independiente of Santa 
Barbara that in the municipal districts of 
that town during the present year 15,752 
palm hats (sombreros de junco) were manu­ 
factured. These hats are in shape and 
make similar to the “ l’anama liats” 
which are made in Ecuador and are 
brought into market under the above 
name. The ordinary price of a hat made 
in Santa Barbara varies from $2 to $5 
Central American money. Most of the 
hats of Santa Barbara are the hand-work 
of women, who, doing all their ordinary 
domestic work, take about ten days to 
finish one hat. For a very fine quality of 
hat one month and more is required. It 
would be most important for this branch 
of female industry to change the present 
style of the “ Santa Barbara hat ” more 
according the demands of fashion, in order 
to introduce the same with greater facility 
into the American and European markets, 
where the Santa Barbara hats coul l favor­ 
ably compete with those manufactured at 
Jipijapa or Limon.— Republic of Honduras. 


T u r u 'p s a s a F e r tiliz e r . 
A correspondent advocates raising tur­ 
nips to (dow under in preference to clover, 
wheat or rye. 
Turnips cost little for seed 
and require little labor to grow. Crops of 
750 to 800 bushels or from 221 to 24 tons 
of turnips have grown upon an aere, with­ 
out including the 
tops, which would 
probably weigh from one to three tons 
more while green. 
Of these over 60 per 
cent, is moisture, hut in 750 bushels of 
turnips and three tons of tops there would 
be 150 pounds of nitrogen, or as much as 
there would be in about 890 pounds of 
Peruvian guano, 171 pounds of potash, 
equal to that in 57 pounds of wood ashes, 
and over 38 pounds of phosphoric acid, the 
amount 
contained in 250 pounds of 
pure 
bone. 
Most 
farmers 
would 
consider 
the above mixture a liberal 
application to an acre. 
There would 
also he soda, lime and sulphuric acid in 
considerable amounts. 
To look at this 
experiment in another light, which will 
make it plainer to some farmers, the 
amount of nitrogen and phosphoric acid 
would be equal to that contained in twen­ 
ty-three tons of fresli barn-yard manure, 
without a mixture of earth, water or 
straw, while the jiotash would exceed that 
in the manure so much that it would re­ 
quire an addition of 17 bushel of wood 
ashes to furnish it. That also would be 
called a liberal manuring, as all these ele­ 
ments would be in form in which they 
would do the most good when called upon, 
and thus growing and plowing could be so 
timed tiiat the next crop would be ready 
to take them up before they had washed 
out of the soil or had wasted in any way.—

A F iltr a tio n F ra u d . 
The Monthly Sanitary Record, published 
by the Ohio State Board of Health, gives 
an account of an examination by the 
Board, of the water supply of Salem, in 
that State, where the counterfeit Hyatt 
filter is “ experimented ” with. Analyses 
are given uf tiie water before and after 
“ filtration” such as they have there. Bad 
as the water is before “ filtration,” it is so 
much worse after going through the pro­ 
cess so called, that people who still want 
to experiment with fallacious processes 
might save themselves trouble by accept­ 
ing this example: Albuminoid ammo­ 
nia, before filtration, .076; after filtra­ 
tion, .Oí”? ; chlorine, before filtration, .35; 
after filtration, .42. The report does not 
show whether the filtration was by the 
sham Hyatt filter or by a filter bed through 
which a part of the town supply is passed. 
It does not make much difference, however. 
Both kinds of apparatus are practically 
incapable of being kept clean, and even a 
weekly washing day (which they cannot 
get) might find enough accumulated filth 
to mace a foul water still fouler, especi­ 
ally with all sorts of micro-organisms. 
The water that shows so much chlorine 
and albuminoid ammonia, and the “filter” 
that accumulates the extra reserve of 
these contaminations, appear to derive 
them from an exceedingly filthy barnyard, 
through which a tributary flows into the 
brook that forms part of the water-works 
company’s supply.—Sanitary Era. 


O rig in o l th e E le c tr ic L ig h tin g . 
It is related that Sir Humphrey Davy, 
in moving a battery he was using for ex­ 
perimental purjKises while the current was 
in circulation, observed that a constant 
play of bright light took place between 
points in the carbon elements that were 
not actually in contact, but in very near 
proximity to each other. Further observa­ 
tion of the phenomenon led to the dis­ 
covery of l he electric arc. For years after­ 
wards in lectures and exhibitions wood 
charcoal carbons were used in establishing 
the are, which was maintained by moving 
the rapidly consumed charcoal points into 
proper juxtaposition. 
Probably not one 
among those who looks with interest at 
the bright spark imagined that it repre­ 
sented, in embryonic form, the future 
light of the world. 
But in 1831 (says the 
Journal of Commerce), Professor Faraday, 
in the course of some experiments with 
the voltaic pile, found that if a permanent 
magnet was moved near the poles of a eoil 
of insulated wire forming a perfect circuit, 
during its motion a current of electricity 
would be induced in the circuit. In o'.her 
words, lie discovered the possibility and 
virtue of induced currents, and laid the 
foundation for the magneto-electric ma­ 
chine. and subsequently for the dynamo- 
electric generator, of which we have now 
so many forms.

A finely-perforated three-fourths- 
incli pipe is to he carried along a few 
inches below eacli row of plants and the 
soil pressed compactly around it.

a light pressure is turned on the moisture 
will he distributed constantly among the 
roots, producing a full crop of bloom ber­ 
ries and during the entire season. The 
only trouble we see with this (ilan is that 
it may not he found practical to perforate 
a pipe for any great length without mak­ 
ing the precoluting capacity greater than 
the capacity of the pipe, which would not 
allow the water to reach the lower end of 
the field. But t he earth being packed 
firmly around the pipe and the holes made 
very small might allow just enough moist­ 
ure to escape along the whole length to 
keep the soil in a growing condition. Cul­ 
tivation could he done much easier ami 
oftener by having the water supplied from 
below, and the tendency of the soil to bake 
would lie entirely 
obviated.— Glendora 
Signal.

A n E le c tr ic T ru m p e t. 
An electric trumpet has been recently 
devised by M. Zigang. It consists, says the 
London Electrical Review, of a short brass 
tube mounted on wood, and containing an 
electro-magnet whose ends face a vibrating 
plate, on which is fixed a small piece of | 
soft iron. Against the plate-armature rests 
a regulating screw with platinum point, 
which serves for automatic interruption, 
by vibration of tiie armature. W ith two 
Leclanche elements a musical sound is 
obtained, which may be varied in pitch, 
intensity, an 1 timbre by means of the 
screw. This instrument may be usefully 
employed in signaling on shins, railways, 
tramways, etc.; it may also serve as a re -1 
reiver for signals of the Morse type.

had heard of th e m arvelous ju ggling of 
the man, but having no faith in it, wagered 
him ¡100— a large sum for an In d ian — 
against goods of like value th at he could 
not do a trick of his repertoire th at Beau­ 
lieu should select, to the satisfaction of 
him self and a com m ittee he would choose. 
\ m edicine lodge was constructed of 10 
and 12 foot jHiles, tilled w ith twigs and cov­ 
ered w ith hark and blanket'. 
At th e top 
was an opening of about one foot in diam ­ 
eter, hu t too sm all to perm it a m an’s body 
to pass through. 
T he Jossakeed was ad­ 
m itted by a flap entrance at tiie bottom of 
th e tent. 
B eaulieu selected tw elve persons 
a- a com m ittee, all reliable m en, one being 
tiie Episcopal clergym an at th e agency. 
T here were several 
hundred spectators 
standing all around, b ut none were al­ 
lowed to come near to the tent.

was th e flap pu t down than loud noises 
were heard inside, as of thum ping and 
heating and the lig h t fram ework of the 
lodg- s« ayed to and fro w ith great violence.

“ evil o n e” was at the bottom of th e affair, 
and he, therefore, would have no m ore to 
do w ith it.

HEAPS OF TROUBLE. 


Q u a r r e lin g 
N e ig h b o rs 
B e f o re 
J u d g e 
B u c k le y Y e s te r d a y . 
Judge Buckley had to deal yesterday 
with the most unpleasant class of cases 
that come before the Police Court—quarrels 
among neighbors. 
There is always a 
direct conflict of testimony, and it is often 
very difficult to decide which is right. The 
most prom inent case on the calendar yes­ 
terday was that of Mrs. Lizzie Desmond, 
charged with disturbing the peace of Mrs. 
A. Adams, her next door neighbor. 
Mrs. 
Adams, who resides at 214 N street, testi­ 
fied that on Thursday one of her mother's 
chickens got over into Mrs. Desmond's 
yard, and the latter threw it over the fence 
dead, whereupon .Mrs. Adams’ mother, 
Mrs. Gareier, told Mrs. Desmond that she 
was a brute to kill the little chicken. 
Then Mrs. Desmond commenced to call 
her bad names and to threaten her lite. 
She also said she would burn down their 
house. 
Mrs. Caroline Gareier testified to sub­ 
stantially the same thing, both the wit­ 
nesses detailing very bad language used by 
the defendant. 
Mrs. Ginn, a neighbor, was called as a 
witness for the defendani. She said that 
she heard a chicken in Mrs. Desmond’s 
yard which was being worried by the dog 
and told Mrs. Desmond she ought to put it 
over the fence before the dog killed it. 
Mrs. Desmond put the chicken over the 
fem e and M s Gareier called her a brute, 
when Mrs. Desmond struck her broom on 
the fence and some one front the other side 
shied a pie plate over into Mrs. Desmond’s 
yard. 
Witness then retired to her own 
house and heard no more of the trouble. 
Cornelius Desmond testified that his wife 
put the chicken over the fence very gentiy, 
and that Mrs. Gareier called her out­ 
rageous names. He did not hear his wife 
call Mrs. Adams any bad names. 
Mrs. Desmond, the defendant, excitedly 
denied having used any bad language. It 
was evident from her m anner that she, 
when exeited, has no control over her­ 
self. She was examined as to her sanity a 
short time ago and the Commission did not 
consider her insaue enough to send to 
the asylum. After her arrest at that time, 
her husband preferred 
charges against 
officer McLaughlin, alleging that lie had 
handled her roughly, but the Police Com­ 
missioners dismissed the case and entirely 
exonerated the officer. W hen she was on 
the stand yesterday she kept the audience 
in a roar of laughter by her grotesque 
antics. 
W hen Judge Buckley pronounced her 
guilty she replied: ” No, you’ll not find me 
guilty ;" but tne Judge insisted that he did 
and ordered her to appear for sentence to­ 
day. 
TWO TOUCH BOVS. 
James Lewis and Jam es Hughes, two of 
the toughest hoys in the city, were tried on 
a charge of disturbing the peace of Mrs. 
Mary Bender. The countenances of both 
are familiar iu the Police Court. Hughes 
is the boy who stabbed young Dawson a 
few weeks ago, and Lewis has been in jail 
for assaulting a Chinaman and other of­ 
fenses. It appeared from the evidence of 
Mrs. Bender that they went to her house, 
on R street, between Seventh and Eighth, 
took off her door and carried it awav, 
pulled 
the baby buggy, containing 'a 
sm all child, out into the alley and left it 
standing there, and attempted to drag the 
sewing machine out of the house. 
The boys testified iu their own behalf. 
Hughes said that his grandmother, Mrs. 
Kehoe, owned the house and had sent them 
there to collect the rent. The Benders had 
not paid any rent for fifteen months, and 
he wanted to get them out. Lewis took 
the door oil anil he carried it home, as he 
thought 
he rould ” freeze them out.” 
Lewis had gone with him to see that Mrs. 
Bender did not hurt him while he was tak­ 
ing this means of getting rid of a bad 
tenant. 
Judge Buckley found them both guilty, 
and will pronounce sentence upon them 
to-day. He gave them a very sharp lec­ 
ture, in which he said that they were com­ 
ing before the Court altogether too often, 
and were on the road to the State Prison. 


THE BENDER TBOVBUES. 
Peter Bender and Mrs. Mary Bender were 
charged by Mrs. Julia Kehoe with mali­ 
cious mischief, in breaking down and de­ 
stroying a picket fence and defacing the 
house in which they live, and which is 
owned by the prosecuting witness. Mrs. 
Kehoe said they rented the house a year 
ago last March and had only paid one 
m onth’s rent, $5. Since then she had not 
been able to collect anything. They had 
damaged the property to the extent of 
$200. She had never seen either of the de­ 
fendants destroy any of the property, but 
had seen their son sawing up pickets for 
firewood. The Benders were found not 
guilty. 
James Perry was charged with battery 
upou his wife. 1 [e asked for time to bring 
witnesses to show that lie was the mildest 
kind of a man, and that his wife only 
imagined that she was abused. The case 
was continued until this morning 
Chris. Thompson pleaded guilty to being 
drunk. As it was his first offense he was 
discharged. 
The case of E. H . Carpenter, charged 
with obtaining money under false preten­ 
ses, was dismissed for want of prosecution.

R e c o b b d -U n io n : W hat w ill make 
our city grow ? Sacramento is peculiarly 
siluated. On the north is a vast tract of 
overflowed lan d ; on the west is another 
large tract reaching out twelve m iles: on 
the northeast is a 44,000-acre grant and 
another of 10,000 acres, which, together, 
reach to Orangevale. 
Therefore Sacra­ 
mento is covered on three of its sides with 
that which returns but the least trade sup­ 
port. You may fill Placer, Nevada and El 
Dorado counties with speculators and set­ 
tlers, and Sacramento will not grow m ate­ 
rially. You may fill up Y uba, Sutter and 
Butte counties with settlers, and W heat­ 
land, Marysville, Sutter City and Chico 
will be the towns that will grow under 
such settlement. 
It follows then that to make Sacramento 
grow, our immediate vicinity must be more 
thickly settled. It is true that all settle­ 
m ent north and east of Sacramento will 
help Sacramento, but will help the whole­ 
sale business principally, and it is not by 
its wholesale business that a city grows iii 
population and prosperity. The individual 
wholesaler gets rich—and as a rule moves 
to a larger city—1 do not mean the Sacra­ 
mento 
wholesaler. 
I 
am talking 
in 
general on this particular point, but it 
is the retailer and manufacturer that 
will build up the town. 
Who is to 
build 
up 
the 
retailer? 
Surely 
the 
settlement of the immediate surrounding 
country. There are 200,000 acres of good 
land in Sacramento county that is practi­ 
cally vacant to cultivation, in products tnat 
are most profitable lor the soil and climate, 
land too that is not held at an extravagant 
price. 
But there is one drawback—the 
lark of a "system of irrigation,” without 
which Sacramento must be content with a 
slow growth. 
It has water in greater 
abundance than is needed. Shall the peo­ 
ple form a district under the W right hill 
and own their own water, and sell their 
surplus acres at double what they now sell 
them, or will private capital take hold of it 
and put it in the reach of everv land­ 
owner and newcomer, that all may quad­ 
ruple the product of every acre cultivated. 
There is no question about the product­ 
iveness of the soil or of the desirability of 
the climate, but wheat-farming never was 
very profitable in th¡3 county. 
The fall in 
prices makes it less so now than formerly. 
Take a trip into Flacer c >unty and learn 
the prices being paid for land covered with 
brush and scrub timber, cut up with can­ 
yons, covered more or less with rocks, 
partly so steep that it is useless for cultiva­ 
tion—nearly all of a rolling character that 
makes it somewhat harder to cultivate than 
valley land. In l’lacer county hills a piece 
of land is considered of good character that 
is not more than 10 per ceut. waste by­ 
rocks, steepness or canyons, but the advan­ 
tage of a water system more than doubly 
compensates this loss. 
Look at the new settlement of Palermo, 
in Butle county. A few years ago its lands 
were worth but from $10 to $15 per acre, 
and large portions were bought at those 
figures, 
but 
under 
the influence 
of 
water 
introduced 
the 
price 
has 
increased 
five 
and 
ten 
fold. 
Orange trees have been planted and are 
growing finely, and what a few years ago 
was a poor sheep pasture will in a few 
years more be profitable orange and fruit 
orchards. 
Sacramento is most advantageously situ­ 
ated as to shipping facilities. The magic 
touch of irrigation is all that is required to 
put her lands in the front rank and our 
city into a booming condition. W ho will 
reach out for the fortuue that is in it? Ir­ 
rigation h is made the southern part of 
the State what it is ; it has made Fresno ; 
it will make Merced. Placer, Yuba and 
Butte. If adopted it will make Sacramento 
county the leader of them all, beause 
other natural advantages are more num er­ 
ous. But without irrigation it will fall to 
the rear in the race. This is a problem 
that the whole community is interested 
in. W hat will the Executive Committee 
of the Improvement Association do in the 
m atter?

BEFO RE T H E COURT.

COLOMA FRUIT. 


T h e O ld e s t T o w n iu t h e S ta te C la im s th e 
E a r l i e s t F r u i t . 
" I see Newcastle and Vacaville claim the 
earliest fruit on the coast,” said E. Weller, 
of Colonia, to a R e c o r d - U n io x repoiter 
yesterday. 
" I don't blame those peop’e 
for bragging, for it is a credit to any section 
to he first in the production of fruit. ’ 
“ It was rather amusing to me,” said 
iff- W eller, “ to read of the early apricots, 
raspberries, peaches, etc., that were claimed 
by Newcastle, Penryn, Auburn and Vaca­ 
ville. 
W hile we have made no blow about 
our early fruit, I can truthfully say that 
one week before those papers made' their 
blow we had the same fruit daily upon our 
tables. 
We are ahead of Placer county 
full ten days, and can get away with Vaca­ 
ville by one week at any time.” 
“ By the way,” remarked Mr. Weller, 
“ Colonia was where the first peaches were 
raised in this Slate. 
One man in Colonia 
had a peach tree in 1854 that bore 450 
peaches. 
He sold the crop for $1,350, or 
$3 per peach. 
It is quite a question 
whether or not any single tree ever was 
more profitable than that. 
That tree is 
still alive and this year hears a full cron of 
fruit.” 
Mr. W eller says iliat the prospect of a 
big crop wa3 never better. 
Colonia this 
year will send more fruit to Chicago than 
any m ountain communitv in the S ate.

ers can produce, 
isome of the most n atu ­ 
rally* sterile lamls on th is continent have 
been w onderfully increased in value be­ 
cause of a prodigious m anufacturing en­ 
vironm ent, w hile some of the most fertile 
acres on th e earth are held at nom inal rates 
m erely because m ining and m anufacturing 
are eith er discouraged or do not exist in 
tho>e localities. 
It ought not to need dem onstration th at 
the farm ers of th e eountry are specially 
interested in protection th a t encourages 
m anufacturing. 
As m anufactures progress, 
agricultural lands will become more valua­ 
ble, anil all they* produce will liml ready 
and prosperous m arkets a t home, where 
th e money is retlistributed and circulated. 
W e h ear m uch talk about certain jmrtions 
ol this country being “ agricultural.” 
W e 
also hear th a t these sections are poor. 
An 
exclusively agricultural people can never 
be rich, but m ining and m anufacturing, 
along w ith farm ing, combine to produce 
opulence. 
T h e hojie of any common­ 
w ealth is diversification of industry in the 
fields and in the shoiis. 
T h e m ore lialti- 
niore, for instance, augm ents her m anu­ 
facturing, th e more will her farm ing lands 
round about rise in value. 
T he m ore M a­ 
ryland grows in m anufacturing a t all av ail­ 
able points, th e more w ill th e farm ers of 
th e S tate prosper. 
If, then, it be true th a t m anufacturing, 
instead of injuring th e farm er, is his best 
friend, the protection of th e m anufacturer 
against legislative destruction and undue 
foreign com petition is ju st as m uch the 
concern of the farm er as anybody else. 
M en who p rate of cheapness and free trade 
are uo friends of th e farm er, whose bast 
m arket is at home, and whose best custom ­ 
ers are th e wage workers of th e m anu­ 
facturing districts. 
I t would be a glorious 
thing for M aryland farm ers if m anufactur­ 
ing increased a hundredfold in th is 8tate. 
I t w ould be disastrous to M aryland farm ­ 
ers if free traders were to succeed in crip ­ 
pling or destroying m echanical industry. 
T he only uncertainties in trade and com­ 
merce to-day are found in th e attacks of 
th e President and his followers u¡h>ii the 
protective system of th is country. 
T he 
farm ers are ju st as m uch interested as th e 
m anufacturers in defeating a p arty th a t 
periodically m enaces th e general welfare.

T he reason girls do not m arry is because 
they a-e better educated th an girls were 
form erly; therefore, th eir prospective fac­ 
ulties are cultivated, and they see how the 
large m ajority of m arried women are un­ 
happy. 
tiirls are educated to he in<le- 
liendent and self-supiiorting, and when a 
girl can earn w hat money she wants she is 
contenteii and does not have to m arry for 
a hom e. 
H a lf th e girls th at do m arry do 
so because they’ w ant homes, and because 
they do not know how to do anything th at 
is rem unerative. 
i f you w ill notice th e list of those to 
whom m arriage licenses are granted, the 
m ajority of women are 25 years old and 
upw ard, w hich shows th at th e girls are not 
in a hu rry to m arry. 
G irls, don’t im agine th at a young m an is 
going to do any better after m arrying than 
before.

G iris, lit yourselves for som ething use­ 
ful. 
I^earn to do som ething well, and do 
it even if your parents are able to keep 
you w ithout work. 
Be a success. 
I t is 
yonr duty to work as well as your hroth- 
ei>. 
T here are so many em ploym ents 
open for women th at there is no excuse for 
women to m arry for a home. 
I f a m an 
has n ithing let him m ake som ething. 
If 
he has nothing when he is old enough to 
m arry it is not likely th at he ever will 
h :: ve.— Puri lie Farmer. 


A l> e !lc a t« Hire!. 
G uatem ala’s bird of liberty is th e uuez- 
zal. 
Its picture, 
ra th e r 
distorted, 
is 
stam ped on m any of G uatem ala’s coins, 
and engraved on all th e postage stam ps of 
th at country. 
It is a bird of beautiful 
plum age, having two extrem ely long tail 
feathers and a superbly crested" head. 
It 
cannot Ik* kept in captivity and is th ere­ 
fore seldom seen alive, as it is found only 
in a sm all portion of th e country. 
I t is 
tru ly a bird of liberty, and it dies alm ost 
im m ediately when captured. 
Its pride in 
its rear feathers is evidently dearer than 
its love for life. 
W hen one of them acci­ 
dently gets soiled or broken th e bird goes 
to its nest, sits down and dies. 
I f it is 
caught in a trap, it is alw ays dead, and 
w hen th e young birds are taken from th e 
nest they die at once. 
Occasionally a 
quezzal has been captured and in a i'*. w 
seconds restored to liberty, hut the contam ­ 
ination of the hand could not he removed 
w ith th e grasp and it dropped lifeless to 
th e earth before it had flown m any yards. 
The quezzal builds a round roofed nest, 
like th e home of th e wren, only instea<l of 
one hole there are two, directly opposite 
each other. 
T hus th e bird avoids th e tail 
breaking necessity of turning around to 
m ake its exit. 
It goes in at one side and 
out at th e other, and th e long feathers 
w hich wave gently in the air at resting 
tim e are slowly but cautiously draw n iu 
after it. 


In terestin g Phenom enon. 
Captain F riis, of th e Norwegian steam ­ 
ship V iking, reports to th e H ydrographic 
office th a t lie observed at m idnight, A pril 
20th, between C hatham and Davis South 
Shoal, when th e moon was in its last q u ar­ 
ter and about two hours above the horizon, 
two dark-looking narrow strata of clouds, 
tli i upper one extending across the face of 
the moon, the upper and lower limbs of 
the latter appearing above and below the 
cloud-stratum . 
T he cloud was m oving 
southw esterly. 
On the same line w ith the 
moon, and to th e westward of it, was a 
nearly 
circular 
lum inous spot, 
larger 
than th e moon, which looked as the sun 
m ight when shining through a thick mist. 
T he second stratum of cloud was about 
h alf way between th e first and the horizon. 
T he phenomenon 
continued 
until 
the 
moon set at 2 o’clock, when there shot up­ 
wards from th e upper lim b fan-shaped ravs 
of light.—Science.

ADVENTURES OF A SPY. 


During kite last three years of the late 
war J was constantly engaged in spying 
and scouting, being attached to several 
well-known commanders, and some of the 
adventures 1 had may be considered worth 
reading. 
After the conference o f Grant 
and Sheridan in the latter’s camp before 
VVim Ties ter, which resulted in the famous 
orders to “G oon!'’ I was called to Sher­ 
idan's headquarters. 
Maps of the front of 
both armies were shown me. 
It was 
strange country to me, and the map of tlie 


rebel front could not be depended upon as 
accurate. 
■ ‘ 1 want you,” said the General, 
“ to 
scout from one wing of Early’s army to the 
other between his pickets and his camps. 
1 want the length of his lines and lay of 
the ground. 
Take particular notice of 
streams, highway», hills and natural de­ 
fenses. 
I shall expect you hack in three 
days.” 
I had a nearly new uniform, $50 in gold, 
and a couple of revolvers. 
Also, Sheri­ 
dan’* pass to come and go at pleasure. 
It 
was about 0 o’clock in the morning when 1 
received instruction, and twenty minutes 
later 
I 
was 
riding to 
the left of 
our 
lines. 
Our 
left was 
at 
Berry- 
villo, confronting Early’s right; our right 
at Banker H ill, in front of W inchester, 
confronting his left. 
I was going in on 
Early’s right flank and to move down his 
lines. 
The Opequan creek, a respectably- 
sized stream, lay between the two armies, 
and the lines ran through forests and 
thickets and over hills and cleared farms. 
As nearly as could be known, Early had 
the larger force, and it was thought that 
Sheridan would do well to hold his own 
against him, saying nothing of assuming 
the offensive. 
I rode to the last picket 
post on our left before dismounting. 
The 
lines were half a m ile apart, running 
through thicket and wood, and the rebel 
picket was about pistol shot away. 
There was no picket firing, and in the 
course of half an hour I was beyond the 
picket and ready to turn to the right. 
There was real danger now. 
I could hear 
the hum and hustle of the camps on my 
left, not much over a quarter of a m ile 
away, and 1 felt that I must make my way 
down this strip, not over half a m ile wide, 
five or six miles, exposed every moment 
to discovery. 
The first m ile was under cover, hut 1 
advanced from tree to tree as cautiously 
as an 
Indian fighter creeping upon his 
victim . 
It was well that I took these pre­ 
cautions. 
1 had reached the end of the 
woods, and had a field about forty rods 
■sJ'i'U to cross, when I suddenly heard the 
report of a rifle only a few rods away. 
I 
was then creeping ou my hands and knees, 
and as the report came a man in rebel 
uniform stepped out from behind a large 
tree and picked up a squirrel which lie 
had shot. 
H e had evidently been in am­ 
bush for some time, and had I been ad­ 
vancing carelessly he certainly would have 
discovered me. 
H e had several other squirrels, and after 
two or three minutes he flung them over 
his shoulder and started for camp. 
I 
waited for him to get well away, and then 
crossed the ojien space by creeping along a 
fence which was nearly covered by bushes. 
Then there was another stretch of woods, 
broken by several ravines, and I 
had 
reached the middle of it before I saw any 
one. 
When not creeping on my hands and 
knees, 1 was advancing in a stooping posi­ 
tion, keeping the lay of the ground in my 
mind, and directly I came upon a spring 
in a ravine at which a rebel was filling a 
string of canteens. 
I was on a ridge, and 
was almost over the man before I discov­ 
ered him. 
H e was so occupied w ith his 
work that my movements had not at­ 
tracted his attention, and I flanked him 
and passed on. 
Forty rods away I had to 
hide in a fallen tree-top to let the picket 
relict pass me, and in m aking the next 
half m ile 1 encountered more than a 
dozen persons. 
Some were after wood, 
others going to springs, and two sat on a 
log playing cards, with a considerable pile 
o f money between them. 
I had gone down the front for two miles 
by mid-afternoon, and could remember the 
lay of every aere of land. 
Then, as I 
skirted the creek, I had to climb over a 
fallen tree, and as I dropped lightly on the 
other side a hand seized my right ankle 
and a thick voice growled o u t: 
“ Sho you’ve come f'r me, eh ? w an '’er 
take me back, do you ? 
W ell, you can’t 
do it.” 
A big strapping fellow lay beside the 
log. 
H e had been drinking too much, but 
that he was hopelessly drunk 1 soon had 
reason to know. 
As near as I could 
gather from his disjointed sentences, he 
had had trouble with a sergeant in his 
company and came out to hide himself. 
In spite of my blue uniform he took me 
for the Sergeant, and, thinking I had fol­ 
lowed him refuses! to let go of my ankle, 
but meant fight, and in another minute 
we were hard at it. 
In those days I was som ething o f an 
athlete and a fighter, but this fellow was 
the strongest and most obstinate I had 
ever encountered. 
All his efforts were 
aimed at getting a clutch on my throat, 
and I had nearly to kill him to get loose. 
There was danger that some one might 
appear at any moment, and it was with 
a 
thankful heart 
I got 
away 
from 
that 
locality. 
1 soon found, however, 
that the woods beyond me were 
full of 
soldiers, 
some 
gathering 
fuel, 
others 
digging roots or gathering bark, 
and 
three or four were after squirrels. 
I got 
into the top of a fallen tree, pullet! the 
brush over and around me, and decided to 
wait for darkness before making another 
move. 
W hile lying here a dog which bc- 
longed to one of the hunters came sniffling 
and suufiling at my hiding place, and pre­ 
sently set up a furious barking. 
His 
owner came sauntering up, pitched a cou­ 
ple of clubs at the brush, and then passed 
on, saying : 
“Come away, Bob, the durned thing has 
gone into a hole in there.” 
Nothing else occurred to alarm me dur­ 
ing daylight, and as soon as tw ilight came 
1 resumed progress. 
I moved rapidly now, 
having no fear of encountering anyone ex ­ 
cept when crossing a road or one of the 
fords. 
I reached Early’s extreme left by 
10 o’clock, and was no sooner there than I 
detected the movement of troops. 
My 
first thought was that they were moving 
against the Union right, but a closer in­ 
vestigation proved that they were being 
marched to the rear. 
This was on the 
night of September 17th. 
A large force 
from this wing was attacked that night 
and the next morning they were to make 
a heavy reconnoissance in the direction of 
Martinsburg. 
I could not tell where they 
were going, but I got close enough to the 
camp pickets to learn from their conversa­ 
tion that it was a move independent 
of Sheridan. 
Early’s right was very weak 
and the ground most favorable for a rapid 
ofiensive movement bv Sheridan. 
H is 
left, resting on the elevation known as 
Bunker H ill, fronted hv woods and backed 
by the town, had been looked upon as im ­ 
pregnable. 
H e was now weakening it by sending off 
troops, and as I moved here and there 
along the front of the camp I got a very 
dose estimate of the number of troops be­ 


ing sent off. 
I lay for twenty minutes 
within fifteen steps of a camp fire, around 
which several officers were waiting, and 1 
plainly heard one of them sa y : 
“ The old man (Early) probably knows 
his gait, but if Sheridan is the man we’ve 
been told he is there’ll lie fun here in a 
day or two.” 
H e referred to withdrawing troops in 
the face of an inqiending battle, and this 
prophecy was to be fulfilled to the letter. 
1 had to go out at Early’s left, which was 
guarded by cavalry, and these troops must 
have received orders to keep an extra 
sharp lookout. 
I was creeping across the 
field in which the county fair grounds are 
situated, trying to locate the rebel vidette, 
when a man came running out of the 
darkness plump at me. 
H e came upon me 
so suddenly and stealthily that 1 could not 
dodge him, and as he plumped against me 
we tumbled in a heap. 
I had no doubt that he was a rebel who 
was seeking my capture, and in a half a 
minute I was on top and had him by the 
throat. 
H e lost his courage at once and 
made little resistance. 
My first thought 
was to strangle him , hut it suddenly oc­ 
curred to me that he had neither musket 
nor sabre, and 1 loosened my grip a little 
and whispered: 
“Make the least outcry, and I will be 
the death of you! 
W hat arc you follow­ 
ing me for ?” 
"I wasn’t.” 
“W eren’t you after me?” 
“N o ! 
1 didn’t see you until 1 fell over 
you.” 
“Do you know who I am ?" 
“N o.” 
“W here are you going?” 
“W ho are you ?” he asked in a cautious 
way, after taking half a minute of reflec­ 
tion. 
“I’m a Yank.” 
“No ! Say, be voti, honest ?” 
“ Yes.” ’ 
’ 
“And voti didn't mean to stop me ?” 
“ No.” 
“ Say, Yank, let me up; 1’nt a reb— one 
of Rhoades’ men— and 1 was deserting to 
you.” 
“ I don't believe it.” 
" it'- an-pel truth! 
I'll go right into 
the Yankee camp with you, fur I ’m sick 
and tired of this seeesh 
business. 
You 
needn’t fear. I haiu't got as much as a jack- 
knife about me.” 
“ Do you know what troops left the 
front a little while ago ?” 
“ I do, every single regiment of ’em 
and I know they are going to Martinsburg 
to fight your Gineral A verill.” 
“And you know where the rebel cavalry' 
pickets are?” 
“ I do, and I'll take you through as slick 
as shooting. 
Mush ! but hain’t 1 glad you 
hain’t a reb .' 
I’m as weak as a cat over 
thinking I had been nabbed while trying to 
desert.” 
I felt satisfied that he was all right, 
but as a matter of precaution carried a 
revolver in my hand and made him go 
ahead. 
He had been down to the cavalry 
picket on Early's left with a teamster the 
day before, and had no trouble in locating 
it now. 
We flanked it to the left, crept 
through the woods on hands and knees for 
a quarter of a mile, and presently, as mv 
foot broke a stick, a voice challenged us. 
It was a Union picket, and an hour later 
we were ushered into Sheridan’s tent. 
My 
man proved to be a bonanza. 
He was an 
intelligent, observing fellow, a native of 
the locality, and ho knew the typography 
of the country to perfection, 
lie had a 
pretty accurate knowledge of the strength 
of each arm of service in Early’s army, 
and could enumerate at least fifteen regi­ 
ments. 
H e described all defenses, advised 
as to how the approach should lie made, 
and proved a great prize to the commander. 
On the evening of the next day Sheri­ 
dan put his army in motion, and I after­ 
ward saw that the man who had stumbled 
over me in the dark had furnished the 
plan of battle. 
Nearly all his suggestions 
were acted upon and with the greatest suc­ 
cess. 
Early was caught napping, sure 
enough. 
H is right went with a rush as 
Sheridan struck" it, and when he called in 
everything to make his stand in front of 
the town, the absence of the force sent to 
Martinsburg was severely felt. 
H e made 
a stout fight— a better one than would 
have been thought possible under 
the 
circumstances— but foot by foot he was 
pressed hack on the pike, through the 
graveyard, into and beyond the town, and 
then his troops broke, and It was every 
man for himselt. Three or four days later, 
when Sheridan came up with him again at 
Fisher’s H ilt, I went into the fight with a 
cavalry regiment. 
As we charged Early’s 
left I captured a Captain and got him and 
his horse safe to the rear. 
The first words 
he uttered w ere: 
“ Didn’t I say there'd he fun if your 
man Sheridan was the fighter folks said 
he was?” 
H e was the man whose voice 1 had 
heard at the camp-fire on the night of the 
17th.— Exchange. 


HOMEOPATHY IX W UK TEM BERG . 


T h e G o v e rn m e n t C a n n o t lteeo g n i/.e O ne 
P a th y In P re fe re n c e to A n o th e r. 
¡Translated from Nachriehtcn ans Deutschland 
' und der Schweiz for the Kkcord-I'nion.] 
A renowned professor in charge o f one of 
the large tEuropean) hospitals, so says the 
Chronicle, on the point of departure lor a 
few weeks’ vacation, gave his parting in ­ 
struction to the trusty physician in charge : 
“ You have there,” said he, “ the painter 
S chu lze; the man w ill not live eight days : 
continue precisely the treatment hitherto 
followed and take careful notes, in the in­ 
terest of science, of every particular of the 
case.” 
The doctor then went on his jour­ 
ney, and after spending a pleasant vacation 
returned to his work in the service of suf­ 
fering hum anity. 
H is first question to the 
assistant physician was concerning the 
Schulze case. 
"O h,” said the assistant, 
" h e is as sound as a lish, and working 
away like a good fellow, to make up for the 
tim e he lost when sick!" 
" Then,” replied 
the professor in a voice of thunder " you 
have not followed the titles of science in 
his treatment, and we part forever!” 
One involuntarily recalls the indignation 
of this overlearned professor, on witness­ 
ing the quarrels between the doctors of 
the allopathic and homeopathic schools in 
Wurteinberg, where they have been nui'natly 
demonstrating that the science of medicine 
is a humbug. 
The contest is carried on 
with the utmost acerbity, but so tar the 
homeopath* 
have 
the 
advantage, and 
chiefly, perhaps, through the advocacy and 
protection of the Minister of the Interior, 
von Schmid. 
Herr von Schmid is a man 
of great learning in every depar.'meut of 
science, and has ever been the enem y of 
unfairness and trickery. 
J.ately in the 
Upper House, a petition from the State 
Hu:n"'pa:tiic Association came under dis- 
cu.sion. 
In thia petition the demand or 
piaver was made that, in the State lln i 
v erity (Uuebingen) 
the 
principles 
of 
humeopaihy should be taught, and that in 
the oral exam inations in medicine proper 
aiteution and respect should be given to 
that method. 
In the discussion Herr von 
Schm id took a promenent part; he showed 
that in the department of Government a 
spirit and view must govern, different from 
that which obtains among the University 
professors. 
Am ong other things he said: 
“ So much is now certain that it is no 
longer possible to dism iss the subject of 
homeopathy with a sneer, or with the 
bare dictum—* it is a superstition.’ 
I must 
acknowledge—because plainly a fact—that 
the doctrine o f homeopathy ¡3 spreading 
in ever larger and broader circles am ong 
the people, and especially among those 
classes which by reason of culture and 
social position are free to express their 
opinions and preferences. 
And it is but to 
rppeat the opinion of competent judges 
to 
say 
that 
homeopathy 
represents 
a 
definite 
movement, 
a 
phase 
in 
the 
historical development of medicine. 
Nay. we may even go farther and say that 
through the eflorts o f the homeopaths a 
certain amount o f rubbish which has over­ 
lain the truth has been swept away, and 
thus the development of the science has 
been advanced. 
From this standpoint, 
and in consideration of the increasing ef­ 
forts of those in this State believing in 
homeopathy, the Government must have 
respect to their position and rights. 
This 
much is certain—that, as in all other de­ 
partments, so also in this, all persecution 
and chicanery must be rigidly excluded in 
dealing with the question.” 
The consequence of these words of ap­ 
proval and consideration by the Min ster of 
the Interior was a Government order that 
in future all candidates for District Phy­ 
sician shall be examined in homeopathy. 
This order naturally gave umbrage to the 
allopaths, and created a stir in their camp. 
Forthwith they made formal protest to the 
Ministry against the order. 
Against this 
protest the homeopaths made replication ; 
and, to make matters short, the result is 
that now no one can become an apothecary 
unless he has shown in his State exam ina­ 
tion that be is acquainted with the medical 
practice based on the infinitesimal theory.

“ The manufacture of raspberry jam has 
been increasing of late,” said a leading 
dealer. 
“ There are now eight firms en­ 
gaged in its production, and they make an 
aggregate of nearly five hundred tons per 
year, which sells for $180,000. 
The man­ 
ufacture of jelly is a less prominent indus­ 
try here, though several parties make 
more or less of that article for bakers’ use. 
Few New York concerns have had the 
temerity to attempt to compete with Bal­ 
timore manufacturers of cheap ‘jellies,’ 
such as arc being wholesaled all over the 
country at the present tim e at seventy 
cents a dozen, or less than six cents each. 
As the glasses which contain these jellies 
can hardly cost less than two cents apiece, 
and as the labels, covers, etc., are not 
made for nothing, the price received for 
the jelly itself is evidently not much above 
three cents per glass. 
Although the de­ 
mand for this jelly has become large of 
late, it is pretty well understood that it is 
an animal instead of a vegetable product, 
being composed mostly of gelatine, vari­ 
ously colored and flavored. 
T he jelly that 
is manufactured in New York is nearly 
all made of apples, and sells for fourteen 
cents per pound. 
Apple now forms the 
base of an endless number of jellies, such 
as currant, raspberry, peach, pineapple, 
etc., which are made by sim oly adding ex­ 
tracts to flavor the apple jelly, and so per­ 
fect is the im itation that the great major­ 
ity of consuméis are deceived by it, or in 
other words can not tell it from the jelly 
made from the fruit with which this is 
only flavored.

It is said that the wood on the north 
side of a tree will not warp as m uchas 
j that from the south side, and that if trees 
! are sawn in plane's that run east and west, 
as the tree stood, it will warp less than if 
cut in the opposite direction. 
However 
this may bo, it is certain that the tendency 
to warp when sawn into boards is much 
greater in green than in dry wood, and 
that the convex sideof the curve is alw iys 
toward the heart. 
This warping, due to 
unequal shrinkage, ami to the more ojien 
texture of the external portion of the 
tree, is not found to occur in the middle 
plank or board of the log, excepting as it 
may, in slight degree, reduce the breadth. 
This quality of not warping, which is in 
many cases absolutely indispensable for 
ce*rtain uses, as, for exam ple, in the sound­ 
ing boards of pianos, :s secured in 
the 
ea-e of spruce timber by first quartering 
the logs, and then sawing them with the 
angle downward. 
It is then sawed into 
boards very nearly at right angles with 
the line of annual growth, and a small tri­ 
angular ctrip must be taken oil' to make 
the board square-edged, but «jualities of 
stability and strength are secured that 
could not otherwise be had.— Meehanical 
and Milling News.

Diseases. 
In the realm of disease the facte of In­ 
heritance are most numerous and are dafly 
accumulating. Here, alas, they become ter­ 
rible, fateful and overwhelming. No fact of 
nature la more pregnant with awful mean­ 
ing than the fact of the Inheritance of 
disease.

Stockton, by reason of the foresight and 
praiseworthy enterprise x>f its citizens, has 
for some years been a (calling manufactur­ 
ing point in the State. Its factories have 
liecome a prominent feature, and form a 
solid bases lor ample maintenance of her 
present imputation, for an inflow of aug­ 
mented capital, an increased demand for 
artisans, and a guaranty for the city’s 
rapid growth and prosperity. The ma­ 
chinery, farming implements and other 
articles manufactured at Stockton are 
found throughout the State and ceast, and 
find their way to the trans-montane regions 
and to lands beyond the seas. 
To supply this vast amount of mechani­ 
cal productions, a healthy demand is made 
for the prolitahle investment at home of a 
large volume of capital, and steady and re­ 
munerative employment is provided for al­ 
most an army of skilled and unskilled 
workmen, who are thereby enabled to 
build up humes and comfortably supply 
their wants, and to rear and educate their 
children to intelligent and loyal citizen­ 
ship. And thus the -mechanical industries 
Iteróme the very basic element of munici­ 
pal growth and prosperity and of the gen­ 
eral good and welfare of the State. 
A NEW ECONOMIC FACTOR 
Like Sacramento, Stockton as a 
tributing point, lias excellent both 
and water transportation facilities, 
this has been a strong factor in building 
up the prosperous industries of that city. 
1-or while it ailords easy means of reaching 
all localities where market is found, it at 
the same time insures low rates of freight 
charges, both upon raw materials and fuel 
con uned in manufacture, and upon mantt- 
fart ued implements and goods shipped 
else .here. To these natural advantages, 
Stockton has recently become possessed of 
another and far more important economic 
factor in her held of manufactories, and for 
tiie prosperity and rapid upbuilding of 
tiiat city. In sinking artesian wells some­ 
time since, in that vicinity, it was noticed 
that gas was emitted witli the water from 
subterranean source, and in sufficient 
<]uantity so that by collecting it in 
a gasometer 
placed 
over the well, 
enough was obtained to supply the 
owner’s 
residence with 
its " lights 
and fuel. 
This led to investigations 
and efforts at other ]>oinls to secure gas in 
larger quantities and has resulted in es­ 
tablishing the important fact that Stockton 
is located immediately over an 
UNLIMITED SUPPLY OF NATURAE (¡AS 
And the importance of which, in its 
wealth producing influence and value, the 
people of Stockton do not yet one-half 
realize nor appreciate. This they will do, 
however, when, within a very short time, 
this great subterranean supply of gas 
shall l¡c systematically drawn upon, 
and used for fuel in kitchen and par­ 
lor stoves, for lighting residences, count­ 
ing-rooms and streets, and last, but most 
important of all, shall be used as a fuel for 
producing i>owcr at greatly decreased cost, 
for the numerous manufactories which 
Stockton now has, and the numberless ad­ 
ditional ones that this economic factor of 
almost free fuel and free lights will even­ 
tually attract and locate there. In fact 
the application of the newly found cheap 
fuel has already been harnessed to use 
for producing ] tower, and with the 
most unqualified success. To obtain asup- 
ply of natural gas, a well is bored and 
piped in precisely the same manner as in 
sinking a well for artesiau water. 
In 
other words, an artesian well is bored and 
the gas comes to the surface as a strong 
impregnation of the artesian flow and also 
rises in hubbies through Lt. 
THE CROWN MILLS’ WELI-S. 
A successful illustration of the use of 
this gas for fuel and lights is seen at the 
Crown Mills, owned by the .Stockton Mill­ 
ing Company. Their well was sunk im­ 
mediately outside of the mill wall, and 
completed last January. A nine-inch 
well was sunk and cased to about 1,000 
feet in depth, when the first show of gas 
was reached, in a supply of water that 
raised to the surface of the ground. 
Continuing the boring of the well down to 
1,-100 feet, a flow' ot two hundred and 
thirty gallons of water per minute was ob­ 
tained, ami an estimated supply of 18,000 
leet of gas in twenty-four hours' 
At this point the size of the casÍDg waq 
reduced to six inches in diameter, and the 
lx>ring continued 200 feet further, when 
an additional flow of 
about 12,000 
feet of gas per day was obtained and 
an increased flow of water of about 120 
gallons per minute. The foot of the nine- 
inch tubing was loft ojien at the bottom 
and extending somewhat below and out­ 
side the top of the six-inch tula*, so that 
the gas at tfie 1,200-foot level conies in at 
that point, and to this the 12,000 feet of 
gas from the lower level is added, rising 
through the six-inch casing, and making a 
total supply of about 30,1)00 feet in '"24 
hours. 
OAS USKn FOR F t EL AND LICHTT. 
1 lie Crown Mills are located at the 
water front, and the well above described 
was sunk immediately beside the outer 
wall of the engine-room. A gasometer 
eleven feet in diameter lias been erected over 
the well, and from this a full supplv 
of natural gas for use as fuel i'n 
running the extensive mills night and dav 
and also for lighting the establishment 
throughout, is constantly taken. As used 
for fuel, it is far preferable to coal or wood 
m economy, cleanliness and convenience, 
and for lighting purposes is purer and su­ 
perior 
in 
every way. 
The sav­ 
ing in the matter of fuel and lights 
amounts to about $250 per month, or $3,000 
per year. 
The quality of the gas is such in its nat­ 
ural state that by use of the Eungren lamp 
it is burned direct from the flow without 
purifying. 
FURTHER PROFIT FROM THE MILL. 
In addition to this vast saving for fuel 
and lighting, another great economy is 
gained from the artesian flow cf water 
r ormerly the cost of 


abundant source of natural hidden wealth. 
It may lie said, however, that the depth of 
this well is closely in the neighborhood of 
2,500 feet. It yields a flow of 1,500 gal­ 
lons of water per minute, which is dis­ 
charged through an escape pipe into the 
adjoining slough. The flow of gas is 
EIGHTY THOUSAND FEET TER DAY, 
And the company owning it are making 
rapid preparations for introducing it 
throughout the city, and will soon he 
ready to do so. The capacity of the Stock­ 
ton (las Works, which makes their gas 
from coal, is 80,000 feet per day, the same 
amount as that of the natural gas now 
flowing from this single well. The amount 
of manufactured gas now consumed bv the 
city of Stockton is a lout 40,000 feet per 
day in summer and 80,000 during winter 
months, and an average of about 00,000 
feet per month throughout the year. 
This, as will he seen, is only about 
three-lourths of the flow of the National 
Gas Company’s well, and where the 
cost of plant necessary for operating 
it and furnishing it for public use, is con­ 
sidered, and is compared with the neces­ 
sary expense of manufacturing the supply 
from coal, the very low rate for which it 
can be furnished, for domestic and manu­ 
facturing purposes, and the saving it will 
work to the almost immeasnreablc benefit 
of our sister city, may he in a measure 
realized. 
CONTROLLING THE GAS S( J’I'EY. 
As already stated, the great flow of water 
from this well is discharged from just be­ 
neath the surface of the ground, at the 
well, through pipe into a slough. The gas 
as it rises front the water at the top of the 
well, is received and retained in a gasometer 
erected over the spot. The present gasometer 
is only twenty feet in diameter, and hence a 
large ] tort ion of the gas is permitted to es­ 
cape. For this purpose a two-inch pipe 
extends front the gasometer, a distance of 
fifteen or twenty feet, through which the 
gas flows, and is kept burning at the 
opposite end, making a constant and im­ 
mense volume of flame. Other gasom­ 
eters, of necessary capacity to hold ample 
supply for the city, are soon to be erected 
and pi|tos for distribution laid. 
An application for cooking purjtoses is 
also made in a house close by, the gas be­ 
ing conveyed into the fire-box of the stove 
through a three-fourths of an inch gas 
pipe, and when turned on for use, In­ 
turning a stop-oock at the outside of the 
stove, the gas is emitted through fine |K*r- 
forationsin the pipe, filling the stove with 
an intensely hot flame. Water is boiled 
and cooking of all kinds may he done in a 
remarkably short space of time after the 
gas is lighted, and without any dust or 
dirt and with no smell from the gas that is 
preceptible. 
OWNERSHIP AND ANALYSIS. 
The Stockton Natural Gas Company, 
which now owns this well, was recently- 
incorporated and organized, and is com­ 
posed of the following gentlemen : Jerome 
Haas, G. C. Hyatt, 11. S. Farrington, G. 
Farrington, II. C. Smith, Pennsylvania 
Crow and II. Robinson. They have the 
entire capiial stock, wiiich is fixed at 
$200,000. 
An analysis of the natural gas flowing 
from this well gives the following result: 
Marsh gas, 83 per cent; hvdrogcn, .0(1: 
carbonic acid, .05 ; a trace’ of carbonic 
oxide. Density, .35. 
ANOTHER WEI.l. 
Was sunk about 500 feet distant from the 
company’s plant, at the California Paper 
Company’s Mills. 
The purpose of this 
well was to obtain a supplv of artesian 
water for mill purposes. The well is 12 
inches in diameter and 1,225 feet deep. At 
this depth an abundance of water was pro­ 
cured which flows to the surface. In ad­ 
dition to this sufficient gas can he procured 
to light the entire mills, which are run 
night and day, and by use of which the 
company would make a saving of about 
$100 per month. No premier arrangements 
have as yet been made, however, for utiliz­ 
ing the gas which here comes to the 
surface, but changes are now being made 
by which the supply will be used, either 
for lighting the building or for fuel, and 
probably for both. The flow of water 
from the well Ls 300 gallons per minute. 
ANOTHER GAS COMPANY. 
The .Stockton Natural Gas Company has 
a proposed com[>etitorin the Standard (¡as 
Company, which has its wells located in 
the extreme western part of the city. This 
company commenced boring many months 
ago. It is probably down about 2,000feet, 
and has oxjierieneed great difficulty in con­ 
trolling the flow of water and gas"so as to 
get deep enongh to obtain ad unlimited 
supply of gas for supplying the city, which 
it intends to accomplish. The work of 
sinking these wells so as to admit a free 
flow into the pipe from each strata passed 
through, and at the same time continue to 
sink the well still deeper,requires great 
expertness, and in which the Standard 
Company has not thus far been entirely 
successful. There has lieen found in this i

IN CONCLUSION

will furnish ample demonstration of the 
fact that Htoi k ton, in her supply of natural 
gas and its accompanying artesian water, 
has an element of advantage which, with 
the well-Known business enterprise and 
push of its citizens, will redound to a de­ 
gree of prosperity and jiernianent growth 
of that city second to none upon the coast 
or elsewhere. 


A nother C alifornia T alley. 
18. F. A lta] 
Long use and patient labor have made 
many valleys noted in many lands. From 
the cheese of the Valley of Cheddar to the 
raisins of Valencia, throughout Europe the 
valley people have snugged cosily in the 
shelter of mountain walls or bills, and 
have produced some staple article of do­ 
mestic use that carries with it proof that 
the valley soil everywhere basan excellence 
unkcown on the wider plain. This quality 
of soil comes of the wash of the best ele­ 
ments otT the surrounding highlands. 
Even in New England, where hard-fisted 
Nature is a severe stepmother, the farmer 
who gets land on the intervale is luckv 
above his fellows. California, from the 
earliest times, has beer celebrated for her 
valleys. Picturesque in themselves, and 
by contrast with the ever-beautiful moun­ 
tains, tlie valleys of this State are matchless 
in their rich attractions. The two great 
valleys ot the Sacramento and San Jocqnin 
rivers are puddings tided wilh plttrns iront 
side to center. On their ample area palm 
k-hu.loil oitíi.c

Nearly as long and averaging wider than 
Napa valley, it has the same advantage of 
early maturity tnat has made Vaca valley 
rich. The inclosing mountains are lofty, 
and their purple sides are opalescent in the 
sunshine. Down the valley ripples Cache 
creek, the outlet of great Clear lake, in 
Lake county, and water of most refreshing 
excellence for potable uses is found all over 
the valley, in wells, at an average depth of 
forty-five feet. Examined by experts from 
France, a physical survey of the soil und 
climate of Capay affirms its adaptation to 
the vine and tree fruits; and it abounds in 
that prize of the California orchardist, 
cherry land, to such an extent that the ob­ 
servant Spaniards, who possessed it once, 
called part of it “ Guinda,” or "Cherry.” 
Threading this valley of fat land and bright 
waters and opal mountain sides is the new 
railroad which is to penetrate I.ake county 
and open up the thermal and nieuicinal 
springs and charming resorts of that re­ 
gion. Tlie first new town site on this new 
road, where the valley debouches upon 
the Sacramento plain, is Esperanza, the 
City of Hope. 
It wiil be to the 
Capay country what Napa city is to 
the Napa valley. Further up, in the 
midst of delicious scenery anil surrtxtnd- 
ings, on soil that will grow grapes to 
make an American Johnannisberger, is to 
be founded i city that shall be v.-hat St. 
Helena is to Napa valley. It is on aplateau. 
above the general level of tlie land, and 
offers to sight ami sense every blandish­ 
ment and charm that is possible to Califor­ 
nia scenery. Around this townsite it is in­ 
tended to locate an Eastern colony. The 
buttery land is to be sliced thin, in twenty 
and forty acre tracts to each holding, and 
sold on long time, at light interest, so that 
a buyer can put his capital into vines and 
fruit trees and improvements, and in this 
quickening climate, where bloom follows 
planting, and fruit follows bloom so 
promptly, the rancher will get one light 
and two full crops before the principal falls 
due.Recurring to the experience of planters 
in Vaca valley, by the time such land has 
five-year-old trees or vines upon it, it is 
yielding at a rate that makes twenty acres 
worth more than a quarter of a section of 
the same land in grain, and worth mere 
than a full section of Eastern laud in any 
field crop. 
Therefore the Eastern man 
who parts with a whole section for twenty 
of such marrowy acres in bearing, does 
wisely, and the planter who begins, as so 
many had wished they cunld have begun in 
Napa and Vaca valleys, by putting his 
work and that of his family upon twenty 
acres of this Capay valley land, may shut 
his eyes to the future, for he is perfectly 
safe.We find the edge of our interest in the 
development of California continually 
sharpened as we see the happy results that 
have come to the new settlers who are on 
lands in all parts of the State. So, when 
such a choice < íance appears as (his open­ 
ing of Capav valley, «¡thin ti.ur hours’ 
ride of San Francisco, on a railroad where 
through cars may he loaded at the orchard- 
side for Chicago and New York, we want 
the news lar trumpeted, l.et the men in 
the prairie Slates who want to escaoe the 
health-trying extremes of winter and sum­ 
mer, write Capay valley in their memoran- 
dutn-books, and come on as fast as they 
can get here, for the valley is only thirty 
miles long by two to eight iniles wide, and 
all who know tlie mighty things that have 
been wrought in Sonoma, Napa, Suisun 
and Vaca valleys, are on the march to get 
in at the beginning of a development that 
will equal them all. 
Along the Capav vallev the silver fig of 
Smyrna ripens in May, as big as a bell­ 
flower apple and siveet as a confection. 
The cherries there are ripe in mid-April, 
before the snow is gone in Iowa and Min­ 
nesota, and tlie climate is ripe all the time. 
If the State Board of Trade wish to an­ 
chor the enthusiastic affection of the immi­ 
grant to California, and make him a per­ 
petual pyrotechnic advertiser of this ba­ 
zaar of all things happy and handsome, 
good and Bolid, that can adorn life or re­ 
ward labor, let it put its energies into colo­ 
nizing Capay.

Several other relLs have been sunk, or 
are in process of bring put down to tap this 
subterranean supply of gas, hut the largest 
and most extensive.in its results thus far 
is that belonging to the Stockton Natural 
Gas Conpany, and is located near the Cal­ 
ifornia Fa|>tr Coiujwey’s mills.

T h e N ew s B ro u g h t in by D eserters F rom 
H is E xpedition. 
London, June 22(1—A dispatch from St. Paul 
de lvoandro, dated Wednesday, says: 
A num lierof desertéis from" the Stanley expe­ 
dition have reached Camp Yam bungua. Tiiey 
state that, alter traversing the Aruwuumi, Stan­ 
ley struck out into a rough, m ountainous coun 
try, covered with dense forests. The natives, 
« no were excited by the reports spread by tiie 
the Arabs, disputed the passage of the expedí 
tiou, and there was continuous fighting, Stan­ 
ley was severely «vunded by an arrow, lie was 
compelled several times to construct camps in 
order to repel the attacks, and was obliged to 
use the reserve provisions which were intended 
for Emin Bey. The Soudanese attached to the 
force had all died or disappeared. 
Tiie deserters intim ate that the caravan lost 
one-llurd of the men. and they say many of 
those rem aining were including the Europeans. 
Stanley was encam ped when tlie deserters 
left. He was surrounded bv hostiles and was 
unable to send for stores directlv to Yam- 
buugna. 
Major Bartlett lias returned to Yamhungua, 
where he was aw aiting the men who were col­ 
lecting to form a powerful expedition to go to 
the relief of Stanley. 
Governor Jaunseú left the Congo on the 11th 
instant on his way to Flurope, to consult regard­ 
ing the sending of assistance to Stanley.
